McOiU Y.M.C.A. from Gordon Brown, 
who is in co-operaUon with Murrav 
Brooks, In. the McOIII Y.M.CJL at 
Colombo, Ceylon. The tetter la self- 
explanatory :— > 

About a month ago I wrote you a 
somewhat general survey of the out- 
standing features of our work. Since 
then I have been thinking of one or 
two things that should be ncided. 

In two respects particularly new 
opportunities are opening up before 
UB. I refer to work among boys 
and among studente. Some throe or 
four months ago, after our army 
work had been closed down, we were 
informed that Marrison, who came to 
Colombo last December to take over 
tho army work, has been tran.sforied 
to the civilian staff of the Forelsn 
Department of tho British National 
Council, and was definltply appointed 
to Colombo for hoys' work. As you 
know, a boys' secretary has long 
been on our list of wants, and this 
was good news. Marrison has Imd 
a lot Of experience with boys In Eng- 
land, In addition to having h.id work 
in tho training school at iMlldway, In 
London, and ho has taken hold splen- 
didly. To begin with, he Is working 
along Boy Scout linos, and has 
seventy or eighty scouts and cubs at 
tho branches at Bambalapltiya and 
Debiwela. Tho boys are very keen 
and they take to blm like evorything. 
There Is a splendid chance to build 
up in this way a Boys' Department, 
which is, of course, one of tho most 
Important things wc can do. Boy.s 
aro Just as plentiful here as in any 
big city, and are just about tho same 
kind. The ones Marrison has now 
are all school boys, English speaking, 
but there aro any number who speak 
no English but only Tamil and Sin- 
halese, and we have In mind tho ch- 
tablishmont of a branch for these 
some day. Just when will depend on 
how rapidly tho present work de- 
velops, and on the support we con 
get from local people for It, but 
chiefly, perhaps, on finding a man 
who can undertake the work In tho 
vernacular. At present all thero Is 
being done in the vernacular is 
through the playground work insti- 
tuted by Cammack when be was hero
